PROBLEMS 


The overcrowded condition of 
the Colony’s gaols has necessita- 
ted a further vote of $34,000 for 
food for prisoners, bringing the 


total for the year to just over. 


two lakhs of dollars, Worked 
out on a per capita basis, the 
cost is not heavy, seeing that 
for this sum about fifteen 
hundred prisoners are fed for a 
whole year. None the less, the 
total’ is considerable. 
Actually, of course, food costs 
represent only a tithe of the ex- 
penditure on prisoners, Offset 
agninst outgoings is the value 
of the industrial work done by 
the prisoners. This, for last 
year, is: put at a figure which 
meets the cost of material and 
leaves a credit balance of over 
$217,000, . The latter figure, 
however, is largely a book-entry 
value, although the Government 


pets the advantage of certain 


tailoring work, printing, book- 
binding, ecte., being done for it 
by the prison inmates. <A point 
which suggests itself, is whether 
much of the expenditure in- 
volved on prisoners dould not 
be obviated by fewer prosecu- 
tions for petty offences. - 
very large proportion 
inmates of our gouls are offen- 
ders who have been guilty 
of nothing more serious than 
hawking without licences. In 
default of paying fines, these 
people usually geta few days’ 
imprisonment, which represents 
no real hardship to them, but in- 
volves endless time and trouble 
for the prison staff, to say 
nothing of the accumulative 
expense in the way of feeding, 
etc. The routine work in res- 
pect of these short-term inmates 
ia in all respects similar to that 
involved in the ‘case’ of long- 
sentence prisoners, Good food 
is provided for them, besides 
which they get far better accom- 
modation than they are accus- 
tomed to in ordinary life, with a 
free hair-cut and a bi-weekly 
bath assured them! The hard 
labour to which they are sub- 
jected is either purely industrial 
in character, or else nothing 
worse than cleaning-up or, doing 
odd jobs about the gaol. In the 
circumstances, It is not surpris- 


‘ing that not .only do ‘some of 


these folk not object to a short 
prison term, but actually commit 
some misdemeanoyr for the pur- 
pose of being incarcerated. As 
a deterrent against breaking the 
laws, irnprisonment has no effect 
whatever, Apart .from these 
considerations, there is the 
waste of time and energy, which 
might well be devoted to better 
purposes, in which prosecutions 
for petty offences involve the 
Police Force. From *-whatever 
standpoint the matter is viewed, 
there appears little, if any, justi. 
fication, for crowding our gaols 
with these short-sentence pri- 


soners. - :

United States discovered 
that by shutting out foreign gooda 
she had ruined her own marketa 
and her debtors’ credita did she 
retreat from a rather superior and 
uncompromising position. She 
she found 
that the long-suffering British 
public hnd realised finally that 
without reciprocity there could not 
be prosperity, and an cyuitable 
division of commerce must” be 
maintained. Unfortunately for 
America, the British right-nbout- 
face gave them an advantage in the 
markets of the Empire and a bar- 
gaining power with foreign na- 
tions which the nation's great 
trade orivala never anticipated. 
British industry has gone much 
farther on the road to .recovery 


than the majority of commercially. 


depressed nationa, and foreign and 
inter-Empire trade has had much 
to do with that success, Whether 
to surrender what they now dis- 
cover to be an advantage, whether 
they will be content to abandon a 
system of trade trench warfare 
into which they were forced, re- 
mains to be seen. Probably, for 
the sake of world prosperity and 
world peace, the British peoples 
wil] accept America’s offer.

It is the Saar 
again} The situatiun has not al- 
tered for better since.France an- 
nounced thant she would march 
troops across the frontier if the 
Deutche Front attempted to use 
strong-arm methods in the Junuary 
plebiscite. On the contrary, the 
German: press is shouting de- 
fiance, and angrily denouncing the 
French charge that unlawful in- 
fluences would be set to wotk in 
the Saar. If France invades the 
Sanr, say the Nazi papers, Britain 
will be ‘held partly responsible for 
the consequences. It. sounds al- 
most like a threat. In fact, there 
is every reason to believe that it 
ix just that, for Germany would 
never wlow French troops to 
which she con- 
siders hers by every moral and 
political right. On the day of the 
plebiscite, and before, the League 
must be rendy to act swiftly to 
prevent n-elash between France 
and Germahy, the consequences of 
which, would be inealculnble and 
do not bear imagining.

LOCAL CREMATORIUM 
~- ORDINANCE. 


Provisions Of New 
. Hongkong Law 


An Ordinance to make provision 
for the cremation of the dead is 
shortly to be Introtluced In the 
Legtalative coyncil. : 

The purpose of this Bill, as the 
title shows, is to regulate in the 
Colony the cremation of dend bod- 
les by the eatablishment of 
crematoria and by the enactinent 
of mare exact and up-to-date 
‘provisions governing ‘cremation 
than wero’ made by the Cremation 
Ordinance, 1914. 

Clause 3 empowers the Governor 
by order to set apart any plice aa 
a Government crematorium, to 


‘discontinue the use of any such 


place for cremation, and to assign 

any such place to the contro] of 

any person, board or Institution. 
RECOGNISED PLACES. 

Clause 4° recognises certain 
premiser as crematoria and prohi+ 
bits cremation elsewhere, but by 
paragraph (4) makes nw special ex. 
ce}tion in faveur of such places 
an certain monasteries — and 
nunnerica In the New Territories, 
allowing cremation therein with 
the xpecial permission of — the 
Director of Medical and Sanitary 
Services, 

Tho places recognised are the 
Japanese Crematorium at Svokun- 
poo, Sith burning ground behind 
the Sikh Temple, and the crema- 
tlon ground for Indinn troops at 
Kowloon, , 

Suve ons regards places in 
whleh cremation ja allowed with 
the special permission of — the 
Director of Medleal and Sanitary 
Services, clause 6 Jays down the 
conditions to be observed befure 
any place will be approved) for 
use aay crematorium, 

LOCALITY RESTRICTION. 

By cladae .6 the bullding of 
erematorin ia in general forbidden 
in certain neighbourhooda, This 
Clause rendss--"No crematorium 
shall be eonatructed nearer 
fo any dwelling-house than 
Iwo hundred yards, except 
With -the consent in writing 
of the owner, lemaee and oceupler 
of such house, nor within tify 
yards of any public highway, ex- 
ve to owith the consent of the 
Goveronr-in-CouncH, ‘nor in the 
consecrated prt of any burial 
round,” 4 

Chiuse i erpowers the 
Governor-in-Couned! to make re. 
kulationg fer the control of 
crematoria and eremation and 
applics to crematarhe registers the 
provisions of other Ordinances as 
to the deatrpetion or falaifieation 
of burial registers, and the ud- 
mlasibility as evidence of extracts 
therefrom, 

Clause 9 makes cremation fees 
and expenses part of the funeral 
expenses of the’ decensed, Clause 
Salvo makes ft clear that nothing 
in this enactment affects the 
bowervof uo magistrate under sec. 
tion 17 of the Births and, Deaths 
Kexistration Ordinance, 1934, to 
order any hoady to be cremated, 

Clanse Pf) repeals the Cremation 
Ordinance, L014, frem which many 
of the provisions of this BiH! are 
derived, 


CHINA’S SILVER 


LONDON FINANCIERS 
INTERVIEWED 


London, ‘Nov. 2. 

Leading, financiers, Interviewed 
hy Renter to-day after three 
weeks’ experience of the Chinese 
Silver embargo, were of the 
opinion that the situation was cal- 
mer than firat seemed Mkely.

Some quarters are afraid that 
an reduction in imports would fol- 
low'n lower dollar, and thus fur- 
ther reduce: customs revenue, 
which would in turn undermine 
Chinn’s abiHty to meet Loan 
charges, 

Chinese circles reply that unless 
China reduces her adverse trade 
balance, she will be bankrupt in a 
fow yeara, .There is no fear, thoy 
say, that China will default, for 
she can ship gold to meet the 
charges if necessary, 

Chinn is now dofinitely linked 
to the sterling group, and tho ro- 
markable steadiness of the dollar 
after tho Initial decline Is- bound 
to favour legitimate trade. watt 

Much satisfaction is felt os a 
result of reports that China fs 
contomplating an all-round reduc- 
tlon of export duties on commodi- 
ties.

Edmond James, Baron de Roths- 
child, died to-day in his chateau at 
Boulogne-sur-Seine, at the age of 
89 yenrs. e 


His father .was Jacob James 

Mayor, Freiherr von Rothschild, 
fourth son of Mayer Ansclm Roths- 
child, the founder of the house and 
the first of the Paris. line. As was 
customary among the Rothschilds, 
Edmond - married 1 ___ relative, | 
Adelaide, a daughter af the head of 
the Frankfort house, Wilhelm Karl 
Freiherr von Rothschild. The 
eldcat'son of thismarrfage, James’ 
Edmond, married Dorothy Pinto, 
an English-weman, lives in London, 
and served in France and Palestine 
with the British forces during tho 
war. 
' Edmond waa a member of the 
French Academy - and an ad- 
ministrater of the Eat Railway 
Company. His chief claim to dis- 
tinction, however, [a that he was 
the founder of the Jewloh 
Agricultural Colonies In Palestine 
which he began to lny ont In the 
80's of Inst century, before the 
Jewish national movement bad been 
inaugurated, 

From purely philanthropic 
religions motives he has, it ia 
estimated, Invested 80 to 100 
million gold franca in Palestine. 
More than half of all the land oc- 
cupled by Jewish settlers Jn Pales- 
tine to-day belongs to the Rotha- 
child colonisation acheme,

It is n point’ on which I am 
compelled to join Issue. Laat sen- 
son, when ungentlemanly conduct 
Was becoming far too common a 
fenture in lengue games, the Foot- 
ball Association, in a general state- 
ment to clubs, emphasised that it 
wns the duty of them all to do 
everything in their power to avert 
such unfortunate incidents ns fight- 
ing between players, and deliberate 
fouling tactics which neceasituted 
referees enforcing the full penalty. 

This duty cannot be refuted: by 
acclub, The Young Indians deny 
it, ndding “. . .even In the best 
and well disciplined and well regu- 
lated teams such unfortunate Incl- 
dents sre bound and Hable to 
happen.” ¥- 

I cannot understand what in- 
spired them to such a ridiculous 
statement, unless it is to be taken 
as a frank admission of the club’s 
inability to control, in the slight- 
est. manner, - 
which, if true, suggests that the 
team is far better to have with- 
drawn from the league. : 

But can it be taken as auch? J 
am afraid not. The whole thing 
savours of a thoughtless and child- 
Ish method. of displaying disappro- 
val of the Emergency Committee's 
suspension of one of their players.

QUITE CONSISTENT. 


And can the legitimacy of that 
punishment seriously bo question- 
ed? The committee were satisfied 
by evidence that the player had 
been guilty of such misconduct as 
to demand hia removal from the 
field of play. His sentence of two 
months’ suspension was quite con- 
sistent with the degree of punish- 
ment inflicted on auch offenders 
during the last twelve montha. 

But the object of this article fa 
not so much to debate the relative 
rights and wrongs of the facts, as 
to nppeal to the Young Indians to 
refrain from taking hasty action 
which may fater result in vain 
regrets. 

By so abltrarily withdrawing 
from the lengue the club is prac- 
tically stopping  cleven or more 
young players from participating in 
the game this winter. It may be 
argued that other clubs will absorb 
these playera, but what club ia go- 
ing to risk signing on. men who 
demand the right to misconduct 
themselves when and where they 
will on the fleld.of lay? 


CURBING QUICK TEMPERS. 


If the Young Indians cannot give 
the league an assurance of doing 
their utmost to curb quick tempera 
{these are admitted, I believe, by 
the officials), then it is safe to pre- 
sume the players will require the 
same’ freedom of action in other 
clubs; and I doubt very, very much, 
if any other club in Hongkong wi!) 
risk its good name in such a way. 

Furthermore has the committee 
of the Young Indtans sought the 
feelings of the players on this 
question? Anas it yet discovered 
whether the players will be pre- 
pared to observe, as far as possible, 
the conditions required by ‘the 
Emergency Committee? And {ff 
the answers to these questions are 
in the negative, is it not the duty 
of the committee to do so before 
coming to such a drastic decision?
